School classmates are settling into 
a nice summer vacation, David 
Bennett and Brian Carroll will be 
sweating through the beginning of 
five weeks of Air Force basic 
training in Colorado. 

But Bennett and Carroll have 
not exactly foregone college for 
military pursuits. In fact, the two 
seniors, who have been best 
friends since kindergarten days, 
have both received appointments 
to the prestigious U.S. Air Force 
Academy in Colorado Springs. 

Gaining an appointment to any 
of the three U.S. military acade- 
mies (Annapolis and West Point 
housing the Navy's and Army’s, 
respectively) gives one an impres- 
sive distinction - only 15 percent 
of all applicants (typically more 
than 14,000) to each gain accep- 
tance. Seeing two candidates, both 
from the same small high school, 
both friends practically since tod- 
dler days, both make it to the 
ag institution is all but unheard 


“{ didn’t expect it to happen at 
all,” said Bennett. “We went into 
it knowing one of us might get in, 
one of us might not. We kind of 
expected not to get in.” 

Carroll felt the same way. “It 
was totally unexpected,” he said. 
“We always hoped but we never 
really expected it,” 

That hope was christened back 
when both were middle schoolers 
and began to take shape more than 
a year ago, during their junior 
years, when the long and arduous 
application process began. 

‘The first step was the request of 
precandidate ,questionaires, on.) 
which basic facts are provided. 
This opens a potential appointee's 
file. Most of the those files are 
unceremoniously closed before 
high school graduation. 

The next ina series of crucial 
requirements is the request for a 
congressional nomination. Each 
candidate must have one. Compe- 
tition for these alone is fierce, as 
one vying for a spot in an acade- 
my has just three options - his or 
her representative, or either of his 
or her two senators. Each con- 
gressman may nominate just 10 


students, 

After an application process the 
two called “just like a regular col- 
lege application,” complete with 

.s grade transcripts, SAT scores (for 

¢-which there is a stringent mini- 
mum) and teacher recommenda- 
, tions, Carroll gained the nomina- 
tion of Rep. Peter Torkildsen, 
Bennett that of Sen. John Kerry. 

They had each applied and been 
accepted after an extremely selec- 
tive process. Yet the tough part 
was still to come - they hadn’t 
actually applied to the academy. 

But first came the physicals. 

With so many applicants and so 
few open slots, Bennett and Car- 
roll said the military academies 
like to weed out as many nominees 
as possible - “pretty much every- 
body gets disqualified” Bennett 
said. In the summer, both under- 
went fitness tests, medical exams 
(including eye and dental) and full

For Bennett it was an eye injury 
he sustained freshman year when 
he was struck with a baseball. 
‘Though treatment was routine and 
he has had no side effects from the 
injury, he listed it, and it was 
made an issue. Several communi- 
cations from the eye doctor who 
treated Bennett later, the academy 
was convinced the injury would 
not predispose the applicant to 
future eye problems. Bennett, 
who was also required to have his 
wisdom teeth removed, was final- 
ly cleared medically to apply. 

Carroll’s “problem” arose with 
his teeth, and after a fight similar 
to Bennett’s culminating in the 
submittal of dental records, he too 
‘was cleared for takeoff. 

The applications for both were 
in at the end of December, 1995. 
Then the waiting game began. 

In the meantime, Carroll was 
accepted to Penn State and Bennett 
to the U.S. Coast Guard Academy. 
For both, though Carroll said he 
was about to send in his accep- 
tance to Penn State and Bennett 
said he made a “tough decision” - 
the Air Force was the first choice 
for both, It was where their 
hearts were. 

“J always wanted to fly,” Ben- 
nett said. “Even if I went in the 
Coast Guard that’s what I wanted 
to do. In the Air Force I'll be in 
the cockpit ofa plane this sum- 
mer.” 

Carroll agreed, “I always want- 
ed to fly,” he said, 

On April. 2 of this year, Brian 
Carroll received a personal tele- 
phone call at home from Rep. 


"Petér Torkildsen informing him 


he Had been accepted to the U.S. 
Air Force Academy. 

“It was unbelievable,” Carroll 
said, “Peter Torkildsen called me 
on the phone to tell me and I 
almost didn’t believe it.” 

The first thing he did when the 
reality set in and he hung up the 
phone was to pick it back up and 
call his best friend, working at the 
time at the Ristuccia Exposition 
Center. Bennett was thrilled for 
his friend, but now just a little 
anxious. Six days later, paper- 
work for both came through the 
mail and the two old frignds knew 
they’d be packing their bags and 
leaving Wilmington together to 
continue their educations and start 
living their dreams. 

“It's always been. my dream 
since I was a little kid,” Bennett 
said, “When [ got the appoint- 
ment I don't remember being so 
excited about anything. It was a 
really big thing for me.” 

Bennett and Carroll will have 
less than a month after graduation 
for the next big thing - basic 
training starts June 27. 

Don't think for a minute that 
the future officers of This Man’s 
Air Force get it any easier than 
the enlisted men. Their days for 
the first two-and-a-half weeks will 
start at Oh-Five-Thirty in the 
morning, be filled with physical 
training, marching, intramural 
sports and end at 11:00 p.m., with 
one-half hour personal time a day. 
No phone calls can be placed or 
received and only very thin mail 


‘The second half of basic will be 


spent in a valley, in tents playing 
survival and war games. 


After the five-week course, - 


Bennett and Carroll and their new 
Class of 2000 mates will become 
4th Class Cadets - freshmen to the 
civilian set - with classes starting 
in early August. 

They won’t see leave until 
Thanksgiving, when they'll get 
four days, followed by a couple 
weeks at Christmas and a week in 
the spring. Labor Day weekend is 
Parents’ Weekend. 

The curriculum at the Air 
Force Academy is demanding. 
First year cadets are subjected to 
just about everything, with some 
kind of flying class (gliding, para- 
chuting, etc.) thrown in each 
semester they are there. After the 
first year cadets begin to special- 
ize.. Carroll is leaning towards 
engineering, while Bennett eyes a 
major in history. 

While attending classes, at least 
one sport per semester, varsity or 
intramural, is required, While all 
varsity sports programs at Air 
Force are division one, Bennett, 
who played soccer and hockey at 
WHS, said he will definitely 
tryout for the hockey Falcons, 
while Carroll, who played football 
and basketball in high school said - 
he will likely try to walk on in 
both those sports. 

In addition, both plan on apply- 
ing to flight school, along with 
just about BL ge else enrolling. 
Acceptance here comes, 
easy as an appointment ‘ee 
place, except new cadets are now 
competing with everyone in the 
country who was just as qualified 
as they were to begin with. 

After four years of study, Brian 
Carroll and Dave Bennett will be 
commissioned as 2nd Lieutenants 
in the U.S. Air Force and then 
owe six years of service (eight if 
graduates of flight school) to their 
country. 

And who knows? The way 
things have gone so far, they'll 
probably both be stationed in the 
same place. In any case, they'll 
both have the same boss.

“I can name the dozen or so 
people who have volunteered over 
the years and helped out. Were 
any of these [G.A.M.E.] people 
ever there to help out umpiring, or 
help clean-up or help work on the 
field or anything?

that he is stepping aside from run- 
ning the tournament. I don’t un-.— 
derstand it. But the process now is 
someone has to step up to run it, if 
people want it to continue,” said. _ 
Swasey. 

Cushing said last year most of 
the teams came from 1980 up to 
1991, the latest team to be old 
enough to enter. He said there 
were only several teams from the 
60’s and 70's that entered, meaning 
that the older crowd is now “mis- 
sing” because they have the fami- 
lies and they are the ones who go 
away.

Jack's father. 

In 1983, when the field was 
named after Tommy Aprile, a 
WHS graduate who played in the 
tournament, the tournament then 
was named after him with a stone 
memorial that was placed behind 
home plate during Memorial Day 
Weekend. i 

Now, after the possibility that 
the tournament would not be play- 
ed Memorial Day weekend, there 
is the seemingly bigger possibaity 
that it won't be played at all. That 
will happen if no one steps up to 
volunteer and take over for Cush- 
ing.

ARE YOU HOLDING 
A BAD DEBT? 

If you've lent someone money 
that you're not going to get back, 
you may be able to ease the pain 
with a tax deduction. Two key 
questions come up: was it a 
business or non-business loan? 
And can you prove it is a bad 
debt? 

A business bad debt will be fully 
deductible if you can show that it 
was created or acquired in a 
business - even if the loan was no 
longer related to the business 
when it went bad - and that the 
dominant motive for the loan was 
business related. 

A non-business bad debt is like a 
short term capital loss: deductible 
against capital gains plus 
(currently) $3,000 of ordinary 
income.

Motions -- If you want an article to pass, SOMEBODY had better say "I 
move for adoption of the article." Or to kill an article at least one speaker 
must say "I move Indefinite Postponement." If nobody makes a motion to 

| adopt, the article won't be adopted. It's silly, but it has happened! 

Amendments -- Any part of any article may be changed by any voter, 

» but only during debate on that article and only before voting begins. Just 
‘say, "I propose the following amendment ..." Changes must be submitted in 
+ writing, so bring a notepad. Anything, from the town budget to a zoning 
| amendment, may be subject to change, but the majority will decide. 

"Point of Order" -- The words "point of order" will temporarily halt 
the proceedings, and such a point may be raised without waiting for the 
Moderator to recognize you. However, a “point of order" may ONLY be 
called when there is an error in the parliamentary procedure. If incorrect 
facts are being given during a debate, or you don't like what is being said, 
tough! People in Tewksbury often misuse "point of order" to jump into an 
argument without waiting their turn. 

Vote -- Some articles are decided by voice vote, some by standing count 
and some by secret ballot. The Moderator will announce the type of vote 
and the subsequent results, The results of a voice vote may be challenged, 
and then a standing count will be done. Voice votes are quicker. 

Reconsiderati: Any decision may be thrown outand done over, 
within two meeting hours of a vote, wa taving the decision, "reconsidered." 
If a vote for reconsideration passes, the earlier vote is annulled and debate 
is resumed. But if the voters do not support reconsideration of the article 
on the first attempt, that's it -- there is no second chance, Often, someone 
will ask to have a close vote brought up for reconsideration immediately, 
in the hopes that reconsideration fails and the decision is thereby sealed. 
Rarely does a motion for reconsideration actually succeed.

In the end the buildup to Article 
37 - dubbed the Webber Street 
sewer project - at Saturday’s An- 
nual Town Meeting was diffused 
with a quiet motion for with- 


_ drawal by petitioner Jay Neale, 


This after a tightly contested 
Special Town Meeting clash last 
December and conflicting letters 
to the editor of the Town Crier 
and various news reports in the 
weeks leading up to the spring 
meeting. All of which may have 
led to the article being withdrawn. 

“Just considering all the cir- 
cumstance, it seemed like the right 
thing to do,” Neale said Tuesday 
night. “With all the to-do about it 
it didn’t seem like the right time.” 

The article, as drawn up, would 
have run a sewer line up Webber 
Street, connecting seven homes 
and charging homeowners better- 
ments ranging from around 
$7,000-$1 1,000, 

Spearheaded by Neale and 
neighbor Jim Miceli, the project 
was opposed by the other five 
households, most notably that of 
Remo and Concetta Melaragni, 
whose son Paul led the charge 
against the Special Town Meeting 
article, which was voted down. 

For Saturday, Neale. and Miceli 
had prepared an amendment that 
would have cut the project to four 
homes - those of Miceli, Neale, 
the Melaragni’s and June and Ray- 
mond Robinson. While the latter 
two remained in opposition to the 
plan, Miceli planned on setting up 
a two for-two against scenario 
with the amendment, 

It never came. Instead, Neale 
moved to withdraw, a motion 
voice voted ‘unanimously. As a 
precaution, Paul Melaragni asked 
Moderator Jim Stewart if the vote 
was, reconsiderable. It was not 


and the issue was put to rest - for + 


now. 

Neale said he will take~a step 
back and reevaluate the situation. 
On Saturday, Miceli said that 
Neale may be looking to negotiate 
further with his neighbors but 
added that next year’s town meet- 
ing will likely see a similar article 
proposed. “We'll be back here 
next year,” he said. 

Still, Miceli, who worked the 
town meeting crowd all day in 
anticipation of a vote, seemed a 
tad disappointed with Neale’s 
move to withdraw.

1903. explodien’ oe 
Tewksbury killed 22 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

How many persons today 
remember the explosion at 
Riverside Park, in Tewksbury, at 
about 9 a.m. on July 29, 1903? 

The cost of that explosion in 
today's currency can be guessed at 
$20 million, or more. 

It is quite probable that there is no 
one today who can remember that 
event. It was in an area of 
Tewksbury which was adjacent to 
the Concord River and northerly of 
the Lowell Cemetery. 

The U.S. Cartridge Company had 
a factory south of the Concord 
River, and facing on River Street, 
which can be described as an 


‘extension of Billerica Street, and 


was the reported cause of the blast, 
according to tradition. 

A map drawn by a woman who 
signed her name as Bessie J. 
Peabody shows over 30 homes 
which, one can understand, were 
damaged, some totally, by the blast. 
The Tewksbury Board of Selectmen 
caused a written report to be 
printed, which had a few pictures of 
some of the homes, There is a 
picture, among them, of the house 
opposite the magazines of the U.S. 
Cartridge Company. 

The picture was taken 40 minutes 
after the explosion, and very very 
little remains of that house. From 
that picture one could easily 
imagine that the explosion was on 
the property of the U.S. Cartridge 
Company. 

The Town Clerk of Tewksbury, 
John H. Chandler, listed 17 
residents as having been killed at the 
time of the explosion, and several 
more who died soon afterward: ' 

According to the report of the 
Tewksbury Selectmen two brick 
magazines blew up, magazines 
which contained powder and other 
high explosives. They listed 22 
persons as killed by the explosion. 
They further reported that 60 or 70 
persons were injured, 

‘One of the persons killed was a 
man named Noel Batchelor, who 
was the motorman of a passing 
street car. A flying brick hit 
Batchelor on his ankle. Everything 
considered, that could be labeled as 
a low flying brick. 

The selectmen of Tewksbury, that 
day were Albert H. Blaisdell, 
chairman, Joel F. Phelps and Robert 
Catherwood. All three were very 


soon at the site of the explosion and 
they divided up the respective 
duties, 

The general oversight was. im 
charge of the chairman, Albert 
Blaisdell. He established his 
headquarters. near the’ site of the 
explosion. 

Distribution of food was put.im 
charge of Selectman Joel F. Phelps. 
Tt was a duty which continued for 10 
days, 

Selectman Robert Catherwood, 
who was a nearby resident, and who 
could know the personal needs of 
many of those suffering from the 
explosions, was put in charge of the 
many men who arrived and 
volunteered their services, 

A provisional. battalion of State 
Militia soon arrived on the scene, 
and remained until August 3, There 
were 14 officers and 153 men, and: 
they were paid by the 
Commonwealth of, (Massachusetts, 
$2,410.70. 

Eighteen police, called State 
District Police, served for a total of 
64 days. The cost $474.43, was also 
paid by the Commonwealth, 

The City of Lowell sent every man 
available for police duty. They, were 
under the command of the Deputy 
Superintendent, Redmond Welch. 
Seventy Lowell police volunteered 
their services. 

The Lowell Fire Department, by 
order of the city, sent every 
available man under the direction of 
Edward S. Hosmer, who was the 
Chief Engineer of the department. 
(The Chief of any fire department, 
at that time was labeled the Chief 


‘ Fi ineiner). 


i¢ Tewksbury selectmen paid 
tribute to several officials who, they 
said, contributed to the "succedsful 
handling of the disaster," 

"Cooperation and harmony was 
shown in evéry executive act,” the 
selectmen reported, 

And, a fund was raised by the 
Lowell Courier-Citizen, to care for 
the sufferers. The fund was used to 
provide homes and food, and for 
other wants. 

One of the fortunes of the Town of 
Tewksbury is to have a change in 
the town boundary, every now and 
then. A map of Tewksbury at that 
time would not agree with one of 
today, but the story is worth 
reading, even if it's now in 
Billerica.

Right fielder Melissa Palermo backs up 


Lyman protests game because 
of two Rockport boys

The fate of the Wilmington High 
School Varsity Softball team will 
be determined in the next 13 days - 
when the team has nine games. 

Starting this Sunday night at 
Town Park with five straight 
games until Thursday and then 
coming back with four more 
starting that next Monday - with 
senior and junior proms in the 
middle of the stretch, the 5-2 squad 
needs five victories in the next two 
weeks to qualify for the tourna- 
ment. 

“It will be a busy two weeks. 
We will have our hands full,” ad- 
mitted head. coach Paul Lyman.,.< 

This past week, was an. in- 
teresting week for the team. They 
first beat Newburyport on Wed- 
nesday night behind a stellar 
pitching performance from Kelly 
Landers, who was lifted with two 
outs and two runners on in the 
bottom of the seventh. Amy Sur- 
ran came on to get a fly out to 
notch her first save of the season. 

On Thursday, the team traveled 
to Chelmsford and lost 4-2. The 
Cats made several key errors, both 
mental and physical, which were 
the main cause to the loss. 

Friday was a different story all 
together. They played Rockport 
and after the first pitch Lyman 
protested the game because two 
boys were playing on the team. 

“My interpretation of the. rule 
was that if baseball was not offered 
at all then boys are able to play 
softball. But, they have a junior 
varsity baseball team and maybe I 
misinterpreted the rule. If some 
kind of baseball is offered, then I 
don’t see why they are allowed to 
play softball,” Lyman said. 

Lyman was very concerned with 
the safety for his players so he had 
Landers walked the two male 
batters, who batted second and 
third respectively, intentionally 
eight times. He said he did that out 
of fear that maybe Landers or 


Nicole Dussault, who plays very 
close near home plate from third 
base, could get injured, 

“These boys were good sized 
kids - maybe six feet and 190 
pounds. I have seen men pitchers 
get hurt with line drives back at 
them,” Lyman said. “And in high 
School softball the rubber is five 
feet closer than it is in men's 
leagues - and if these boys who are 
big and strong playing a girls 


sport, ever got a hold of a ball 
with the pitcher now 35 feet away 
from the plate after her delivery, 
then someone could have been 
Seriously injured. 

“Rockport and those boys might 
not have liked what we did, but I 
did it for safety reasons. I thought 
everyone handled it well, Every- 
one was classy about it under the 
circumstances. It was really a 
strange game,” Lyman continued. 

As for Landers, she said she 
perfectly understood Lyman and 
agreed with him - but she also 
wanted to strike them out, too. 

“I would. have loved to strike 

would 
have been scared if they hit it,” 
Landers said. ~ 

Back to the games, against 
Newburyport, with the. score tied 
at two in the top of the sixth 
inning, Dussault scored on a fly 
ball that was dropped and Landers 
drove in an insurance run with a 
rbi single up the middle. 

After Landers got the first two 
batters out in the bottom of the 
seventh and the score 4-2'of favor 
of the Cats, the ninth batter in the 
order singled followed by a walk 


and Lyman took out Landers to put 
in Surran. Surran got out of the 
jam immediately when the Clipper 
batter flew ‘out to right fielder 
Melissa Palermo. 

And speaking of Palermo, she 
was the highlight of the game with 
her glove. In the bottom of the 
fourth inning with the score tied at 
two, Newburyport had runners at 
second and third and one out.

of decades of study, we still haven't 
learned much about the mating and 
migration habits of the Great White 
Shark.

Dating the Harnden Tavern 


Is it older than.we:think? 


by Capt. Larz'Neilson 

The Harnden Tavern is at the 
corner of Salem Street and Andover 
Street in Wilmington. One is the 
ancient highway from Salem. The 
other, laid out about 1672, was the 
road from Andover to Woburn and 
Boston. There is a painted date on a 
sign on the building, 1775. 

Several background tales indicate 
an earlier date. 

The building dates back to Joshua 
Harnden, and possibly much earlier, 
He was one of three brothers who 
took part in the events of Concord 
Day and Lexington Day. On that 
day he was a private in the Militia. 

His brother John was the 
lieutenant of the Wilmington 
Minutemen, recently organized. 
John was a captain on Bunker Hill 
day, serving at the protection of 
Harvard College when the Bunker 
Hill battle started. The third 
brother, Richard, also marched on 
Concord Day and died in the lines at 
Cambridge. A private, he was 
buried in the old cemetery in 
Wilmington. 

Joshua stayed in the militia. Some 
years after the Revolution he held 
the rank of colonel. He married a 
local girl, Sarah Corneille in 1763, 
of a family which later changed its 
name to Cornell. After the 
Revolution they purchased the 
building at the Corner of Salem and 
Andover Streets. 

Joshua became a selectman in 
1793. At that time the 
Commonwealth had a law which 
required every town to provide 
Overnight accommodations to 
travelers. 

Their home, at a*prominent 


crossroads, answered the bill. The 


fireplace was kept burning every 
night to indicate to travelers that 


The Mortgage Place, Inc.

need. 

One human service provider 
relates the story of a guest in 
her homeless shelter that was in 
need of assistance in getting a 
home. According to DTA she 
would have to get help from 
DMH. According to DMH, she 
did not quite qualify for their 
assistance, the crack got wider. 


It is not always the fault of 
agencies that are too restricted 
by bureaucratic thinking or reg- 
ulations that are too tightly 
written. Often it is the victims 
themselves that create the 
cracks either through pride or 
ignorance. 

Whatever the cause, the 
cracks are there and the victims 
risk falling through them. 
However, there is a stop-gap 
measure and ironically it does 
not require any government 
funding on the federal, state or 
local levels, nor does it seek any 
funds from the United Way cof- 
fers.

Vice President 
Pamela Leary said, “A lot of the 
people that have needs and are 
calling (the LOVE INC) office 
are feeling isolated and tend not 
to have any contacts.” 

She explained that part of the 
program is to build up a sense of 
community with the those in 
need. 

Volunteers, who are usually, 
but not always, members of one 
of the 25 member churches (in 
Chelsea, Everett, Lexington, 
Malden, Medford, Melrose and 
Stoneham) will ask if the person 
in need would like to speak to a 
minister.

Make Care Available 
Children should not be left 
alone. Affordable, accessible 
child care should be available in 
: all communities, with provisions 
for 24-hour care when neces- 
sary, weekend care for parents 
' who must work, and emergency 
| arrangements for children who 
| are ill. The availability of ade- 
| quate child care options should 
be of concern not only to child 
/ care operators but also to civic 
; and religious groups and busi- 
| nesses that make up communi- 
| ties. 
' Most parents who leave their 
' children alone do so for econom- 
| ic reasons. They simply must 
' work to support their families, 
‘ and for them child care is either 
unavailable or unaffordable. But 
parents need to know about the 
serious risks that exist when 
children are left alone - fires,

drownings, choking or seizures, 
electrocutions, and falls result- 
ing in broken bones or head 
injuries. Because of the dangers 
inherent in leaving children 
alone, state laws dictate the 
ages at which children can be 


left unsupervised by an adult. 
Results of a study by Sherryll 
Kraizer and others of children 
left alone were published by the 
Child Welfare League in an arti- 
cle titled Children in Self Care. 
Of those taking part in the 
study, 42 percent ages 9 and 
under were reported to be left 
alone occasionally, if not regu- 
larly. They did not know how to 


correctly handle everyday 
occurrences such as opening the 
door for delivery of a package 
or giving out information about 
their parents’ whereabouts over 
the phone. 


Beyond confusion about sim- 
ple tasks, many children who 
are left alone must cope with 
loneliness, fear and even stress. 

So here is the bottom line: 
children should be in the care of 
responsible adults rather than 
left alone, and communities 
must ensure that there are ade- 
quate provisions to protect those 
who are too young to care for 
themselves.

The State Board of Health 
requires that a health history . 
form be filed for each child, 
each and every year he or she 
attends a summer camp. One 
side of the form must be 
completed by the parent, and 
the other by the child’s physi- 
cian- who must have examined 
your child within the past two 
years. A new regulation requires 
that the health history form be 
signed and witnessed in the 
presence of a camp staff person. 

The information required of 
the parent includes a detailed 
health history of your child’s 
prior diseases, allergiés, hospi- 
talizations, operations, etc., as 
well as information about your 
child’s dietary restrictions, 
activity limitations, current 
health-related problems and 
current medications, You will 
need to list the names, address- 
es and telephone numbers of 
your child’s physician and den- 
tist, as well as information 
about your medical insurance. 
You will also need to provide 
emergency contacts, with phone 
numbers, and a release autho- 
rizing the camp to obtain emer- 
gency treatment for your child. 

The information required of 
the physician includes a report 
of his or her most recent exami- 
nation of your child, and infor- 
mation about any medical condi- 
tions or restrictions that may 
affect your child’s camp activi- 
ty. The physician must also pro- 
vide a detailed immunization 
record. To enter camp, your 
child must have up-to-date 
immunizations for Diphtheria, 
Whopping Cough, tetanus, Polio, 
Measles, Mumps and Rubella, 
as well as a TB test.
